A faction led by "Foghorn" 
Kelly, 
ot Dekalb county, 
favored 
endorsing Bryan and Sewall, as well as 
the 
state 
democratic 
ticket, but 
the majority, under N. H. Motsinger, 
populist candidate for congress in the 
Second district, would listen to no 
compromise. The St. Louis and Omaha 
platforms were indorsed; the conven- 
tion declared for Bryan and Watson, 
and Bev. Thomas Wadsworih, a Metho- 
dist minister of Davies county, was 
nominated for governor, and A. P. 
Hanna, of 
Montgomery 
county, a 
farmer, for lieutenant governor. 


The full state ticket was nominated 
as follows:

The convention 
was dominated 
throughout by the \;niddle of the road 
faction, which numbered almost twice 
as many as their competitors. An 
f ifort to attempt fusion with the demo- 
crats by appointing a conferecfce 
committee to consult with the demo- 
cratic state central committee was 
voted down by the middle of the road 
faction and a committee of one from 
each district was appointed to select 
electors. 


The last thing before the convention 
was the question of selecting electors. 
J. W. Newbury, of Richmond, moved a 
resolution providing tiiat the conven- 
tion appoint a conference committee, 
composed of one man from each con- 
gressional district and four from the 
state-at-large, to be invested with 
plenary powers to confer with the dem- 
ocratic state central committee with a 
view of affecting an arrangement be- 
tween the two parties on the subject of 
electors, filling vacancies on the state 
ticket, ootigr^iitmen and the legislature, 
"to the end tMHi we secure the most 
perfect victory for our principles in the 
overthrow of the republican party and 
the present gold standard." 


After a fight that lasted until 1 
o'clock this morning the resolution was 
lost, and the following was adopted: 


"Resolved, That thi» convention ap- 
point a committee consisting of one in 
each congressional district to have 
power to act for this convention in the 
matter of presidential electors, each 
district delegation to select its own 
representative."

The Court Martial and Dismissal 
Xot Regular. 


The Secretary Keverscs the Décision 
and Restores the Dctendant 
to Dnty. 


WASHINGTON, July 29 —The secretary 
of the navy has disapproved the pro- 
ceedings, findings and sentence of dis- 
missal imposed by court martial held 
at Mare Island, Cal., recently passed 
upon Assistant Paymaster 
Webster, 
lately attached to the Yorktown on the 
China station. The officer was accused 
of having retained a bond exacted from 
his pay clerk, W. J. Tobin, after having 
dismissed the clerk. The secretary 
finds that there were grave informal- 
ities in the proceedings of the court 
which convicted the officer and more- 
over inclines to the belief, based prin- 
cipally upon the testimony of Chief 
Engineer Harry Webster, a brother 
officer on the Yorktown, that money 
to the amount of $20,000, placed in the 
paymaster's hands by Tobin's mother, 
was technically a loan and not a bond. 
For these reasons ne reverses the find- 
ings of the court and restores Webster 
to duty, but he takes occasion to say 
that the transaction, in any sense in 
which it may be viewed, is disgraceful 
to Webster and in violation of the 
statute prohibiting any officer to take 
money for procuring an appointment. 
It was scandalous in any case, says the 
secretary, that Webster should fail to 
pay back after the termination of 
Tobin's service the money received by 
him in consideration of his appoint- 
ment as clerk, and should he for any 
great length of time persist in this 
failure, the department may be expect- 
ed to proceed further in this matter. 


POLITICAL PREPARATIONS. 


Are I Hard at 
Campaign Committees 
Work. 


WASHINGTON, July 29.—It was stated 
at the democratic congressional cam- 
paign committee headquarters today 
that the entire force was buried under 
the demands made for literature to be 
used in the campaign. In reply to a 
question as to whether inquiries were 
foi 
literature, the official in 


charge responded: "Entirely, we get 
no other requests." 
The committee is 
far behind its orders in the matter of 
documents and a larger force will be 
employed in the mailing and folding 
departments. At the headquarters of 
the republican congressional campaign 
committee there seems to be a larger 
force employed and tons of documents 
are being sent out. Vice Chairman 
Appley says that the demand is for 
financial literature and tariff literature, 
The committee is now supplying a very 
large amount of tariff documents to 
every section of the country. The 
silver forces came to Washington today 
and made arrangements for temporary 
hi adquarters. These headquarters will 
be maintained until the democratic 
national committee headquarters are 
permanently established. 
The silver 
headquarters will be established at the 
same place.

The woman mounted her wheel 
before it could be ascertained who she 
was and rode away, leaving the dying 
man lying on the street.

LONDON, July 29—The Yade-Buller 
divorce suit again came up for hearing 
in the divorce division of the high 
court of justice 
today, before Sir 
Francis Henry Jeune. Ralph Blair, a 
lieutenant in the Denvonshire artillery 
volunteers, son of the respondent by 
her first husband, testified to Mr. Yade- 
Buller striking his wife. The witness, 
later, declared he held his mother's 
head while Mr. Yade-Buller took a 
knife from her hand. Upon one oc- 
casion he saw Mr. Yade-Buller knock 
his wife's head against a door. Witness 
added that he interferred and struck 
Mr. Yade-Buller.

REPUBLICAN PLANS. 


Chairman Hanna Outlines tbe 
Course of Procedure. 


Will Make FJnancc and Protection the 
JHoBt Prominent Issues and Be- 
lieves Ttaev are Winners. 


NEW YOBK, July 29 —The prophecy 
that Chairman Hanna would ignore 
New York politicians in the prelimi- 
nary organization of campaign work for 
Major McKinley, proved false today, 
for Frederick 8. Gibbs, of the New 
York organization, and the natiocal 
republican committeeman from this 
state, was one of a few favored guests at 
a meeting of the eastern managers 
today. John Wannamaker, of Phila- 
delphia, ex-President Beojamin Harri- 
son and Mr. Hanna met at the Fifth 
avenue hotel late last night. Mr. Hanna 
declined to go into details as to the 
questions discussed by the trio, but 
said, "Mr. Harrison will give us all the 
assistance we may require of him." 
The most important question to be dis- 
cussed this afternoon at the meeting 
will be the one as to the lines upon 
which the campaign will be conducted. 
Frank S. Witherbee and a delegation 
representing the American Protective 
league will argue in favor of making 
the fight upon 
the tariff 
lines, 
while Melville E. Ingalls and others of 
the financial and corporation world will 
ask that the financial question be kept 
uppermost. It is expected that Mr. 
Hanna's advice to the committee will 
be for working on both these platforms 
as closely bound to each other. Mr. 
Hanna said today : "The financial and 
tariff questions cannot in my judge- 
ment be divorced. 
Our financial 
depression and prosperity is due in the 
greatest measure to our tariff condi- 
tions. McKinley shares this view with 
me." 
In carrying out this view Mr. 
Hanna will suggest that the Tariff 
leagues prosecute the fight vigorously 
on their own lines and that 
those 
interested in the financial question do 
similar work, the natioi^l committee 
giving assistance. 
It is planned that 
an immense amount of literature will 
be distributed. 
The meeting of the 
executive committee will take placé at 
3 o'clock today at the Waldorf.

TURKEY'S 
DEMAND. 


Formal Complaint to the Government 
of Greece. 


CONSTANTINOPLE, July 29.—As a result 
of a cabinet council just held the 
Turkish government today made a 
formal complaint to the government oi 
Greece regarding the alleged shipment 
of arms and ammunition from Greece 
to the Island of Crete for the use of 
the insurgents there, and relative to 
the appearance of armed bands in 
Macedonia, pointing out the danger 
therefrom to the peace of Europe and 
adding that Greece would be held re- 
sponsible for it. 


The Turkish government also an- 
nounces that it had been decided to 
grant 
limited 
concessions to the 
Cretans and that they will be allowed 
representation. 
The powers, it is 
stated, have decided to send a col- 
lective note to Greece, declaring that 
the government of the latter country 
must suppress the matters complained 
of by the Turkish government, adding 
that otherwise the sultan, of Turkey 
will be leit to restore order in Crete. 
It is rumored that the Turkish govern- 
ment intends to despatch a force of 
Albanians against the Greek fiUbuster- 
ers, a step which'will undoubtedly add 
considerably to the gravity of the situ- 
ation.

BICYCLE BOAT.

Widespread Aftention.

Mrs. George W. Shook, of Washing- 
ton, D. C., who is tiie guest of her par- 
ents, Mr- and Mrs. John Houser, of 
Lake avenue, b tbe wife of a prominent 
inventor, whose latest creation is at- 
tracting attention all over the counitry. ; 
Mr. Shook has pfrbducedi a sew ma- 
chine called the h^drocyclet which is 
a combination bicycle and boat, which 
travels on water, A trial test of the 
new kind of cycle took place on the 
Potomac river at Washington a few 
days ago, which was so successful as to 
interest people all over - the country.. 
The test demonstrated that a bicycle 
boat is as fascinating on water 
as a bioyde with wheehi is on 
land. The boats are cigar shaped. At1 
the test held a few days ago George W.'^ 
Shook, and the president of the com- 
pany, Frank Bright, boarded it. Mr. 
Shook took the bicycle seat and manip- 
ulated the pedals whUe Mr. Bright, 
reclined in an easy chair in front of^-^ 
him and worked the two hand levers iny 
conjunction with Shock's pedal opera-' 
tions. The pedals and hand levers 
may be worked separately or in con- i 
junction. 


The men backed water, and as the 
tiny, double cylinder ioats 
glided ' 
backward into the Potomac it was ' 
noticed that the combined weight of 
Mr. Brick and Mr. Shook, about 350 ^ 
pounds, did not sink them more than , 
one inch in the water. 


Mr. Shook steered the craft by ^ 
handle bars like those used on bicycles, - 
and the hydro cycle was turned around 
8 number of times- in a space about 
twice its length. Various evolutions«' 
were tried, but no attempt to obtsdn 
speed was made, because, after being 
launched, it was discovered that the 
endless chain which 
revolves the 
paddle wheel did net fit properly on 
the sprocket wheels of any of the boats. 
The speed was about four miles an 
hour, but with a perfectly acting chain 
and sprocket wheel it is expected ten 
miles an hour can readily be made.

Gold dollars, silver dollars, green- 
backs t. Each of them , is legal tender 
for payment of all debts, both of the 
government and of individuals unless 
otherwise provided; and yet the gold 
dollars are made to do the whole work 
of all three in payment of these debts. 
Why is this thus? What should be 
thought of the fturmer who keeps three 
htMwee each equally fit for all farm pur- 
poses, and yet makes one of them do all 
the work on the farm, while the other 
stand; idle in the stable until from 
sheer lack of exercise they become 
unfit for any kind of work? You would 
say, without hesitation^ either there are 
too many horses on this farm, or else 
the farm work should be distributed 
among them according to the fitness of 
each for doing it. Calling one of these 
horses gold, another silver, and the 
other greenback, we should say let 
silver do all the work now done by 
gold in redeeming greenbacks, so aa to 
keep these last in oirci:dation among 
the people, instead of being gathered 
up by banks, and money changfjrs, as 
their 
readi^nt - means 
for 
raiding 
gold from the treaeury 
for profi 
table 
export. 
Such is the 
chief 
fu^dtion that greenbacks are made to 
serve in. our financial system 
a'i< 
present. 
Instead of servihg the brfg- 
inal, intended use of paying debts, 
they have degenerated into vile use 
as cats 
pàwa for pulling ch«;;etnuta 
out of thé fire. Could the miUions of 
legal tender silver dollars thp<t now lie 
idle in the ti^ury be put io^ better, 
more profitafie, more honest, or more 
patriotic use, than that of standing 
between! the gold in the treasury, and 
those who would deplete it for supply- 
ing foreign markets?

who have voluntarily put thems elves on 
the same footing. 
Nobody can be 
wronged by use of a legal tender dollar 
for redemption or retirement of green- 
back currency; for the law provides 
that greenbacks and treasury notes 
may be paid in either gold or silver 
coin, at ihe option of the government. 
That they are new redeemed only in 
gold, is because Mr. Cleveland chooses 
to exercise the government option in 
that way ; and it was for this that two^ 
thirds of the democratic convention a,f, 
Chicago "turned him down," by refivs- 
ing to indorse his administration, ar d 
then proceeding to nominate some ttne 
else who will exercise 'the government 
option in such way as to uee silv jr dol- 
lars to make greenbacks avail'^ble for 
the ease and convenience of tbe people, 
instead of as the means of depleting the 
treasury of its gold.

HE sections of the 
South which have 
begun to feel in a 
marked degree the 
effects of the spirit 
of development and 
progress, yet linger 
a little reluctantly 
on the threshold of 
a new era, loth to 
give up old ways 
and old traditions, 
remind one of the unfortunate Queen in 
"Alice In Wonderland," who had "jam 
yesterday and jam to-morrow, but nev- 
er jam to-day." 


The Piedmont sê^ctlon of Nqrth Caro- 
lint Is fast passing into the "Jam to- 
day" period, and one need not ask the 
reason why, if he but looks for a mo- 
ment at its natural advantages. 


Lying to the south of and sheltered 
by the " Blue Ridge and Sauratown 
rangee.of mountains which divide Vir- 
¿toia «nd North tíarolina, and to the 
ea^t cf thie extension of the same Blue 
Ridfe range tsrhich separate tbe state 
from Tennessee, the sunny Piedmont 
sebflpn seems to haVe received the most 
Ufiriáh klodnes^ of nature. 


The days of old plantation Ufe are 
tast beooading a mere fascinating tale 
to the new generation, and the spirit 
of the times Is manifesting itself in the 
building oí new railroads, the opening 
of mines, the erection of manufactories 
of all sorts and the busy hum of Indus- 
tries In every direction. 


The glamour of the old regime still 
lingerB lik& the flcsiit of the roses over 
some of the North Carolina towns, but 
it is fast fading. One could find no bet- 
ter illustration of thia fact than Greens- 
boro (named after (General Or'éene of 
revolutionary fame) thé coimty seat of 
Guilford Qounty. 


Within two or three hours' ride of 
matchless mountain scenery, and with 
a climate of unquestioned healthful- 
ness, this little "city of flowers" ferma 
an attractive gateway through which 
the tourist to thp palmy tropic land of 
the far South passes ând ofttimee lin- 
gers. . , 


As one passes througîi the wide elm- 
tx)vered streets of 'the town, he notices 
here, and there noWe specimens of the 
clasico architecture 
of 
ante-bellum 
days. 
The sijaple, graceful columns 
gleam out with tlme^-chastened beauty 
fTonii'the green foliage, and here and 
there are the remains of old 
slave 
Quarters, weather-béaten, and moss-cov- 
ered, but-made beautiful by a luxuriant 
•growth off ivy. 


One still sè<?s a lew 8p«eoimenB of the 
"real old Southern genitleman," 
and 
nowand then com^ acriDtss a venerable 
"ux^le" or "mammy" who can 
tell 
those tales of " 'fo* de wah". whiciU will 
ner«rer ce^ei to play upon one's sympa- 
tÜy arila i^agrinatlpIl;:^ The. jpractical 
mlild setó with ;.iprÍ(ÍB | the'm 
evl- 
deifceB oif No|t<t^rn ''¿wh" in the town, 
hut^íroá;^^ purely, aaetíbetic standpoint 
one can. but sigh for the days .that are 
ndi and $ay with a certain old darkey 
whto was found sunning himself on a 
sî^reett corner under a great elm that 
had en its shaggy barlli the ñame of 
the etreet nailed upside dov/n: "It cer- 
'n'ly does beat me up like tO;8ee you all 
in SBch a hurry all de time." 


Just as all roads lead to Home, how- 
ever, all minor points of interest give 
way to the culminating point of at- 
traction, (ïuilford battle-ground, five 
miles northwest of Greensboro, where 
in 1781 was fought the battle of Guil- 
dford jCourt House, in which the British 
army , under Gornwallls received at the 
hands of the untrained troops of Gen- 
eral Greiene the blow under which it 
staggered , until it fell at Yorktown. 


The inteWening years should not ef- 
face that tragic record from ourmiirds. 


Cornw&llis, eager to meet the Ameri- 
can army, which he had been pursuing 
for ten months through mud and rain, 
had marched out with flying colors to 
accept the challenge of the American 


, 
TO THE UNKNOWN, 
general, that 
"old cock, Nathaniel 
Qtt'eene." He looked with pride upon, 
hfis trained soldiers; the half-clad and 
untrained militia of the opposing army 
were contemptible in his eyes. The 
scene at Camden was to be repeated; 
the militia would flee, the Continentals 
would be crushed, Tarleton 
would 
avenge the defeat of Cowpens by put- 
ting the retreating masses to the sword; 
Greene would be vanquished and the 
royal government would be 
restored 
in the old North State, but alas for the 
"best-laid plans of mice and men!" 


He formed the militia "forty paces," 
with their rifles resting on the rails and 
aiming with nicest precision at his line. 
To the right he saw the Highlanders 
drop, In the valley his Guards were 
weltering in bloed; O'Hara was bleed- 
ing at his side; General Howard wound- 
ed and carried to the rear; Tarleton 
was met by Greene and Washington 
and hurled back, with disordered ranks. 


and the truth was forced upon the Ehg- 
lish commander that the victor of the 
battle was not always the man wlio 
held the field, for he dared not tarry. 


Greene had lost but 230 men and by 
the evening of the 17th of March he 
found sUll around him 1,350 Continental 
soldiers, 1,500 tnilitia and 600 riflenipn. 


On the British side 570 were killed 
and wounded. Cornwallis made a hur- 
ried flight through the country, leaving 
dying 
and bleeding soldiers 
behind 
him, and only found safety under hi? 
guns at Wilmington. The proud hearts 
of the North State were never to be 
humbled before the British Throne. 


The fatal wound to royal authority 
from which it lingered, and lingering 
died on the 19th of October, 1781, was 
given at Guilford Court House on tho 
15th day of March, 1781. On the 6th 
of May, 1887, a number of the patriotic 
citizens of North Carolina, headed by 
the Hon. David Schenk, of Greensboro, 
organized what is known as the Guil- 
ford Battle Ground Company. 


They purchased the ground, about 
eighty acres, on which the battle was 
fought, and have spent a great deal of 
money in reclaiming it. They have re- 
stored roads, planted trees, erected 
monuments (one of the finest being that 
of Major Joseph Winston, of King's 
Mountain and Guilford Court House 
fame, donated 
by 
the late ex-G®v. 
Thomas W. Holt. 
They 
have also

erected a museum containing many 
valuable revolutionary relics. The gov- 
ernment has not been called upon to 
contribute, all 
money 
having been 
given by 
private 
tadividuala 
All 
honor Is due to the Hon. Bavid 
Schenk, 
whOi has been the 
head 
and 
front of 
the enterprise, 
and 
has persevered In it under difficulties 
which others would have deemed in- 
surmountable. Each Fourth of July the 
patriotic citizens of Greensboro and the 
suiroundlng towns assemble at the bat- 
tle ground With speeches and muxlc 
appropriate to the occasion. 


Not long ago when the old independ- 
ence Bell -«vas making Its trlumplial 
return trip from Atlanta there was a 
stop made at Greensboro, aad the T«i- 
ei-aa bell, with cheers and song, vras 
taken out to the spot where the he- 
roes who had been inspired by its peals 
on that memorable day in 1776, had af- 
iterward fought and died for the liberty 
men hold so dear. 
Appropriate, In- 
de€>d, was this little Journey, for it is a 
matter of hifitory that the first Declara- 
tion of Independence was signed on 
North Carolina soil. What'wonder If 
tihe dead, who had lain for so many 
years under the 
blood-stained 
soil 
should have "waked and wondered and 
understood." Greensboro, by the way, 
is where the scene of the "Fools Er- 
rand" was laid, Judge Tourgee having 
lived in the town during the recon- 
struction period, and 
the delightful 
drive to the battle-ground is the same 
that was supposed to have been taken 
by Lilly Servosse. 


Not long ago, the writer, with a little 
party of ladies, after a pleasant drive 
through the pines, stood upon the place 
"where the battle was fought," undu- 
lating ground, mostly covered with for- 
est. Guilford Court House Is no more, 
having been moved to Greensboro In 
1809, and the old town which once sur- 
rdunded it has gone to decay. Nothing 
remains to mark the place where once 
lived the Lindsays, Whitlngdons, Bev- 
llls and Hamiltons, though many tradi- 
tions still linger, prominent 
among 
thein that of "Uncle Mos^" a curious 
old negro who worked in the copper- 
smith shop and was allowed a quart of 
whisfcy a day to counteract Ae fumes 
of the heated copper. Among the haail- 
some monuments on the battle-ground 
are memy nide headstones which mark 
the unknown graves. 
Not until the 
great roll call of Eternity 
will the 
name^ of the occupants of those gravea 
be revealed. 


As we stood listening to the stories of 
our negro guide a sudden storm came 
up, and Judge Sch&nk, who often seeks 
recreation in the keeper's lodge from 
his professional duties, came out and 
with true Southern hospitality offered 
us shelter. 
An old-time auntie made 
us some delicious coffee and waffles, 
so we had cause to thank the seem- 
ingly unkind elements for a delightful 
hour. We left with our .hands full of 
roses, gathered for us by our genial 
host from the spot where the battle had 
once raged most fiercely—fit emblems 
of war's great aftermath of peace.

Some time between midnight and 4 
o'clock the other morning Noble Shep- 
ard, who was waiting to be hanged in 
jail at St. Louis, Mo., for the murder 
of Thomas Morton and Lizzie Leahey, 
escaped from his cell.

climbed to the roof of the gallows on 
which he was to hang, thence to the 
high brick wall surrounding the jail 
yard and then to the street. 


IGHT miles from 
H a r l a n , Ky., on 
what is known as 
the Harlan moun- 
itain road, the log 
house of John Pace, 
a day or two ago, 
was the scene oi 
one of those des- 
perate conflicts that 
havebeoome known 
as Kentucky feuds. 
As a result of the affray two men are 
dead and several others are danger- 
ously wounded. The trouble was »ver 
a woman of whom several of the com- 
batants were jealous. 


The Cornetts and Paces are relatives, 
and live some distance apart. 
The 
other day Irwin and Harrison Cornett 
visited tho hom® of John Pace, their 
brother-in-law. While there Cornett 
saw a young woman with whom Wil- 
liam Bldrldge, a neighbor of the Paces, 
was infatuated. 
This young wo^an, 
Blanch Hall by name, is a ctty girl who 
haa been passing the summer momtha 
with the Paces. She accepted his at- 
tentions, and he was to all appeaj-ances 
th© successful rival of young Eldrfdge. 
This so enraged the friends of the lat- 
ter that they went to the stable of the 
Paces, and, it is charged, sheared the 
manes and tails of tbe horses o-f the 
Cornett boys. The Paces armed them- 
selves and agreed to hejp the Cornetts 
see the thing through. 
Meanwhile 
the Eldridges were busily engaged in 
enlisting all their near neighbors on 
their side, and by 10 o'clock ¡had fifteen 


BLANCH 'HALL, 
or twenty men garrisoned In their 
house waiting for the Cornett party to 
comejUp. Among these volunteers \^ere 
George 
Dean and William 
Stewart 
They were armed with revolvers, Win- 
chesters and squirrel guns. 


Pace and the Cornetts bought a sup- 
ply of cartridges, and armed with re- 
volvers and shotguns 
sallied 
forth. 
When they eame In sight of the Bld- 
rldge house a desperate battle en^ed. 
The Eldrldge pickets . sighted 
thsjh 
down the road, and when the alarm watf 
given the Eldrldge crowd broke ffom 
the house and took possession of the 
road. At the first charge the Corn«tt 
crowd Jumped from their horses and 
hid in the locks of the fence, from 
which points they ma.de it so hot for 
the , Eldridges that the latter 
were 
driven to the house. 
Doors 
were 
barricaded, and from the chinks be- 
tween the logs and from around the 
corners of the house a continuous 
fusllade was maintained In all dirac- 
tlone to keep the Cornette from advanXi- 
ing on the housev The house is said 
to have resembled a veritable fort, 
with smoke and bullets and flashes 
of Are belching from every crevice. At 
last It waa decided that this defuse 
could not be maintained, and a charge 
was masde to dislodge the Cornetts from 
their poeitlon in the fence-corners. 
The Cornetts evened flre, and George 
Dean fell with a bullet through 
his 
heart. A retreat to the house and an- 
other charge was made, and this time 
Stewart was shot through the head. 
The Eldriidges this time were cut off 
from the house, and as they retreated 
toward the »Iver the elder Eldrljge 
was shot through the groin, 
^ e 
deadly execution of the Cornett cBeVd 
is credited 


to young 
Pace, 
whc Is 
acknowledged the finest shot In Ha^an 
county, as the dead and wouhded bear 
the bullets of his 44-Remington re- 
volver. The noise of the battle alarm- 
ed the whole neighborhood, and 
the 
fatalities in the Eldridge crowd caused 
them to abandon the field. The Cor- 
netts proceeded on their way, but were 
arrested and lodged in jail along with 
Pace. The latter's clothes are said to 
be riddled, but he is uninjured. 


All the parties are related, more or 
less distantly, and are connected 
in 
turn with nearly every family In the 
county.

signa^re of W, Q. Gresham, secretary 
of state, dated August 13, 1894. 


The pretended mission of the alleged 
swindler was to distribute 
campaign 
funds for tihe national administration, 
a«d he (iliaimed to be able to give out 
to fiavoreti ones greenbaoks that had 
been presented to tlie government for 
redeny?tlOn asQd cancelled, k e claimed 
that instead oi destroying these bills 
the administration Stored them in the 
fi-easury vaults, to Ibe distributed by 
hlja for oampalgn porposea. From each 
of his dui>e3 the swindle* exacted an 
initiation tee oi $250, and represented 
to them that the number oi citizens ad- 
mitted 
the "brotherhood" wag so 
regulated that each member would be 
given $4,600 annually to distribute.

Short Session But a Good Batch 
of Business. 


JmlKe Nathan ROMS IVants to Settle

ing the appointment of such an officer, 
and an application from Henry Webber 
for the position, were read, and all 
matters pertaining to the creation of 
the office were referred to the finance 
committee. 


The finance committee requested that 
the claim of Volney Parks, for $14.71 
be referred to the comptroller and city 
engineer. Concurred in. 


The committee on rules regulations 
and ordinances, 
requested 
further 
time to report on the ordinance annex- 
ing certain lands lying south of the 
present city limits. 
Granted, 


The committee on public grounds 
and buildings, to whom had 
been 
referred .the ordinance providing for 
the erection of an engine house in 
Nebraska, or that part of the Fifth 
ward lying west of the St. Mary's river, 
reported favorably on the proposed 
improvement. Concurred in. 


Henry Saunders, through his attor- 
ney, Elmer Leonard, asked the council 
to refund him the sum of $25, which 
amount had been deducted from his 
salary by the police commissioners 
under the old charter as a fine for an 
alleged offense against the police regu- 
lations. Referred to the committee on 
finance and city attorney. 


N. O. Ross, of Logansport, an attor- 
ney of Indianapolis, set forth in a 
communiation that ho bad now pend- 
ing in the courts a suit against the city 
of Fort Wayne for infringement on a 
patent fire alarm system, and ofiered to 
settle for $3.000. 
T H E SENTINBL gave

An ordinance appropriating $2 500 
to the use of the board of public 
works, to be applied to the street inter- 
section fund, was passed on its third 
raading, under suspension of the rules. 


Councilman Glenn introduced 
an 
ordinance requiring all bicyclists to 
carry on their wheels bells and provid- 
ing a penalty*for non-compliance. 
It 
was read a first and second time, and 
then referred to the committee on 
streets. The ordinance attracted con- 
siderable attention, from the fact that« 
many people believe the time has come 
when the pedestrian shall have some 
kind of warning from the approach of 
scorchers. 


An ordinance amending section 18,

of the navy has disapproved the pro- 
ceedings, findings and sentence of dis- 
missal imposed by court martial held

lately attached to the Yorktown on the 
China station. The officer was accused 
of having retained a bond exacted Irom 
his pay clerk, W. J. Tobin, after having 
dismissed the clerk. The secretary 
finds that there were grave informal- 
ities in the proceedings of the court 
which convicted the officer and more- 
over inclines to the belief, based prin- 
cipally upon the testimony of Chief 
Engineer Harry Webater, a brother 
officer on the Yorktown, that money 
to the amount of $20.000, placed in the 
paymaster's hands by Tobin's mother, 
was technically a loan and not a bond. 
For these reasons he reverses the find- 
ings of the court and restores Webster 
to duty, but he takes occasion to say 
that the transaction, in any sense in 
which it may be viewed, is disgraceful 
to Webster and in violation of the 
statute prohibiting any officer to take 
money for procuring an appointment. 
It was scandalous in any case, says the 
secretary, that Webster should fail to 
pay back after the terininatioK o! 
Tobin'a service the money icceived by 
him in cousideration of his appoint- 
ment as clerk, and should he for any 
great length of time persist in this 
failure, the department may be expect- 
ed to proceed further in this matter.

a little reluctantly 
on the threshold of 
a new era. loth to 
give up old ways 
and old traditions, 


remind one of the unfortunate Queen In 
'Alice In \Vondtrland." who had "Jam 
yesterday and jam to-morrow, but nev» 
er Jam to-day." 


The Piedmont beotlon of North Caro- 


llnt Is fast pawing into the "jam to- 
day" period, and one need not ask the 
reason why, If he but looks for a mo- 
ment at its natural advantages. 


Lying to the south of and sheltered 


by the Blue Ridge and Sauratown 
ranges ol mountains which divide Vir- 
ginia and North Carolina, and to the 
east of the extension of the samo Blue 
Ridge range which separate the state 
from Tennessee, the sunny Piedmont 
section seems to have received the most 
lavish kindness of nature. 


The days of old plantation life are 


fast becoming a mere fascinating talo 
to the new generation, and the spirit 
of the times is manifesting Itself In the 
building o" new railroads, the opening 
of mines, the erection of manufactories 
of all sorts and the busy hum o£ indus- 
tries In every direction. 


The glamour of the old regime still 


llngore like the scent of the roses over 
some of tha North Carolina towns, but 
it Is fast fadiEg. One could find no bet- 
ter illustration of this fact than Greens- 
boro (named after General Greene of 
revolutionary fame) the county seat of 
Gullford county. 


Within two or thre« hours' ride of 


matchless mountain scenery, and with 
a climate of unquestioned healthful- 
ness, this little "city of flowers" forms 
an attractive gateway through which 
the tourist to the palmy tropic land of 
the far South passes and oftUmes lin- 
gers. 


As one passes throiifih the wide "1m- 


covered streets of the town, bo notices 
here and th»re noble specimens ol the 
classic architecture 
of 
ante-bellum 


days. 
The simple, graceful 
columns 


gleam out with tlme-chastenod beauty 
from tho green fohage, and here an'] 
there are the remains of old 
slave 


quarters, weather-beaten and moss-cov- 
ered, but made beautiful by a luxuriant 
growth of T>r. 


One still se-'s a few specimens of tho 


"real old Southern gentleman," and 
now and then comes across a venerable 
"undo" or "mammy" who can 
tell 


those tales of " 'Co' do wah" which will 
never cease to play upon one's sympa- 
thy and Imagination. 
The practical 


mind sees with prlcJe the ms.ny evi- 
dences of Northern "pvj?h" In the town 
but from a purely a»si.hct!c stancipolnl 
one can' but sigh for lh« days that aro 
not and say with a certain old darkey 
who was found sunning himself on 
street corner under a great elm thai 
had on its shaggy bsr't tho name ol 
the street nailed upside dov;n: "It cer- 
'n'ly does beat me up like to see you all 
In sech a hurry all de time." 


Just as all roads lead to Rome, how- 


ever, all minor points of interest give 
way to the culminating point of at- 
traction, Gu'.lford 
batll6.-^round. five 


miles northwest of Greensboro, whore 
In 1781 was fought the battle of Gull- 
ford Court House, in which the British 
armv under Cornwallis received at the 
hands of the untrained troops of Gen- 
eral Greene the blow under which it 
staggered until It fell at Yorlttown. 


The intervening jears should not ef- 


face that tragic record from our minds. 


Cornwallis, eager to meet the Ameri- 


can army, which he had been pursuing 
for ten months through mud and rain, 
had marched out with flying colors to 
accept the challenge of the American

general, that "old 
cock, Nathaniel 


Greene " He looked with pride upon 
his trained soldiers; the half-clad and 
untrained mllltla of the opposing army 
were contemptible In his eyes. The 
sceno at Camden was to be repealed; 
Ihe mllltla would flee, the Conllnentals 
would be crushed, Tarleton 
would 


avenge the defeat of Cowpens by put- 
ting the retreating masses to tho sword; 
Greene would be vanquished and the 
royal government would be 
restored 


In the old North State, but alas for the 
"best-laid plans of mice and men!" 


Ho formed the mllltla "forty paces," 


^ ith their rifles resting on tho rails and 
aiming with nicest precision at his line. 
To the right he saw the Highlanders 
drop, in tho valley his Guards were 
weltering in blcwd; O'Hara was bleed- 
Inp at his side: General Howard wound- 
ed and carried to the rear; Tarleton 
\\as met by Greene and Washington 
9ml hurled back v;lth disordered roni£g. 


and in« truth was forced upon the Eng- 
lish commander that the victor of the 
battle wag not always the man who 


the field, for he dared not tarry. 


Greene had lost but 230 men and by 


the evening of the 17th of March he 
found still around him 1,350 Continental 
soldiers, 1,500 militia and 600 riflemen. 


On the Brlt'iPli side 570 were killed 


and wounded. Cc-nwallis made a hur- 
ried flight through the country, leaving 
dying 
and btee'ling soldiers 
behind 


him, and only found safety under his 
guns at Wilmington. The proud hearts 
of the North State were never to be 
humbled before the British Throne. 


The fatal wound to royal authority 


from which It lingered, and lingering 
died on the 19th of October, 1781, was 
given at Gullford Court House on the 
16th day of March, 1781. On the 6th 
of May, 1887, a number of the patriotic 
citizens of North Carolina, headed by 
Ihe Hon. David Schenk, of Greensboro, 
organized what Is known as the Gull- 
ford Battle Ground Company. 


They purchased the ground, about 


eighty acres, on which the batlle was 
fought, and have spent a great deal of 
money In reclaiming it. They have re~ 
stored roads, planted trees, erected 
monuments (one of the finest being that 
of Major Joseph Winston, of King's 
Mountain and Guilford Court House 
fame, donaled 
by 
Ihe lale ex-Gov. 


Thomas W. Holt. 
They 
have also 


THE WINSTON STATUE, 


erected a museum containing many 
valuable revolutionary relics. The gov- 
ernment has not been called upon to 
conlrlbule, all 
money 
having been 


given by 
private 
Individuals. 
All 


honor la due lo the Hon. David 
Schenli, 
who has been 
the 
head 


and 
front 
of 
the 
enterprise, 
and 


has persevered In It under difficulties 
which others would have deemed In- 
surmountable, Each Fourth of July the 
patrlollc cillzens of Greensboro and the 
surrounding towns assemble at the bat- 
tle ground with speeches and music 
appropriate to the occasion. 


Not long ago wh'-n tho old Independ- 


ence Bell was making its Irlumpbal 
leturn liip from Atlanta there was a 
stop made at Greensboro, and Iho tet- 
eran bell, with cheers and song, was 
taken oul to the spot where Ihe he- 
roes who had been Inspired by ils peals 
on thai memorable day In 1776, had af- 
terward fought and died for Ihe liberty 
men hold so dear. 
Appropriate, In- 


deed, was this little Journey, for it Is a 
mailer of history that the first Declara- 
tion of Independence was signed on 
North Carolina soil. What wonder If 
the dead, tvho had lain for so msuiy 
years under the 
blood-stained soil 


should have "waked and wondered and 
understood." Greensboro, by Ihe way, 
Is where the scene of Ihe "Fools Er- 
rand" was laid, Judge Tourgee having 
lived In the lown during Ihe recon- 
struction period, and 
the delightful 


drive to the battle-ground is the same 
that was supposed to have been taken 
by Lilly Servcsse. 


Not long ago, the writer, with a little 


party of ladles, after a pleasant drive 
through the pines, stood upon the place 
"where the battle was fought," undu- 
lating ground, mostly covered with for- 
est 
Gullford Court House Is no more, 


having been moved to Greensboro In 
1809, and the old town which once sur- 
rounded It has gone to decay. Nothing 
remains to mark the place where once 
lived tho Lindsays, Whltlngdons, Bev- 
tlls and Hamllions. Ihough many tradi- 
tions still linger, prominent among 
them that of "Uncle Mose," a curious 
old negro who worked In the copper- 
smith shop and was allowed a quart of 
whisky a day to counteract the fumes 
of the heated copper. Among the hanO- 
some monuments on the batlle-ground 
are many rude headslones which mark 
the unknown graves. 
Not until the 


great roll call of Eternlly 
will the 


names of the occupants of those graves 
be revealed. 


As we stood listening to Ihe stories of 


our negro guide a sudden slorm came 
up, and Judge Schenk, who oflen seeks 
recrealion In the keeper's lodge from 
his professional duties, came out and 
with true Southern hospitality offered 
us shelter. An old-time auntie made 
us some delicious coffee and waffles, 
so wo had cause to thank the seem- 
ingly unkind elements for a delightful 
hour. We left with our hands full of 
roses, gathered for us by our genlnl 
host from Ihe spol where Ihe baltle had 
once raged most fiercely—fit emblems 
of war's great aflermalh of peace.

Some time between midnight and 4 


o'clock the other morning Noble Shep- 
ard, who was vailing to be hanged In 
[all at St. Louts, Mo., for the murder 
of Thomw Morton and Lizzie Leahey, 
escaped from his cell. 
He crawled 


through a sewer for about twenty feet, 
climbed to the roof of the gallows on 
which he was to hang, thence to the 
high brick wall surrounding the Jail 
yard and then to the street. 


IGHT miles from 
H ar 1 an, Ky., on 
what Is known as 
the Harlan nioun- 


;tain road, the log 
house of John Pace, 
a day or two ago, 
was the scene of 
one of those des- 
perate conflicts tliat 
nareoecome known 
as Kentucky feuds. 


As a result of the affray two men are 
dead and several others are danger- 
ously wounded. The trouble was over 
a woman of whom several of the com- 
batants were jealous. 


The Cornells and Paces are relatives, 


and live some distance apart. 
Tho 


other day Irwln and Harrison Cornell 
visiled the home of John Pace, therr 
brother-in-law. 
While there Cornell 


saw a young woman with whom Wil- 
liam Eldrldge, a neighbor of the Paces, 
was Infatuated. 
This young wo«s«n, 


Blanch Hall by name. Is a city girl who 
has been passing the summer months 
with the Paces. She accepted his at- 
tentions, and he was to all appearances 
the successful rival of young Eidrldge. 
This so enraged the friends of the lat- 
ter that they went to the stable of the 
Paces, and. It Is charged, sheared the 
manes and tails of the horses of the 
Cornell boye. The Paces armed them- 
selves and agreed to help the Cornells 
see the thing ihrough. 
Meanwhile 


the Eldridges were busily engaged In 
enlisting all their near neighbors on 
their side, and by 10 o'clock had fifteen

or twenty men garrisoned In their 
house waiting for the Cornell party lo 
come up. Among these volunleers wero 
George 
Dean and William Stewart 


They were armed with revolvers, Win- 
chesters nnd squirrel guns. 


Pace and the Cornells bouglit a sup- 


ply of cartridges, and armed with re- 
volvers and shotguns sallied 
forth. 


When they came In sight of the Eld- 
rldge house a desperate battle ensued. 
The Eldrldge pickets 
sighted 
them 


down the road, and when the alarm was 
given the Eldrldge crowd broke from 
the house and took possession of the 
road. At the first charge the Cornell 
crowd jumped from their horses and 
hid In the looks of the fence, from 
which points they made It so hot for 
the 
Eldrldges that the lattsr 
were 


driven to the house. 
Doors 
were 


barricaded, and from the chinks be- 
tween the logs and from around the 
corners of the house a continuous 
fusllade was maintained In all direc- 
tions to keep the Cornells from advanc- 
ing on the house. The house is said 
to have 
resembled a veritable fort, 


with smoke and bullets and flashes 
of fire belching from every crevice. At 
last it was decided thai this defense 
could not be maintained, and a charge 
was marie to dislodge the Cornetts from 
their position In the fence-corners. 
The Cornells opened fire, and George 
Dean fell with a bullet through his 
heart. A retreat to the house and an- 
other charge was made, and this time 
Stewart was shot through the- head. 
The Eldrldges this time -were cut off 
from the bouse, and as they retreated 
toward the river the elder Eldrldge 
was 
shot 
through the groln.v .The 


deadly execution of the Cornell crowd 
Is credited to young Pace, 
who Is 


acknowledged the finest ahot In Hanlan 
county, as the dead and wounded tfear 
the bullets of his 44-Remtngton re- 
volver. Tho noise of the battle alarm- 
ed the whole neighborhood, and 
the 


fatalities in Ihe Eldrldge crowd caused 
them to abandon the field. The Cor- 
nolts proceeded on their way, bul were 
arreated and lodged In jail along with 
Pace. The latter's clolhes are said to 
be riddled, but he Is uninjured. 


All Ihe parties are related, more or 


less distantly, and aro connected In 
lurn with nearly every family in the 
county.

ward lying west of the St. Mary's river, 
reported favorably on the proposed 
improvement. Concurred ia. 


Henry Saunders, through his attor- 


ney, Elmer Leonard, asked the council 
to refund him the sum of $25, which 
amount had been deducted ;rom his 
salary by the police commissioners 
uader the old charter as a fine for an 
alleged offense against tb.6 police regu- 
lations. Referred to the committee on 
finance and city attorney. 


N. 0. Rosa, of Logansport, an attor-
